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Book fats Mark

Collectors of Californiana had an 


unusual opportunity to add to their 
collections last week when the li- 
brary of Charles Camp was sold 
at auction. Looking through the 
catalogue we were amazed at the 
number of personal mining narra- 
tives listed in the sale. A day will 
come we hope, when the value of 
these narratives most of which were 
privately printed will be assessed. 
May we run over a few of the 736 
titles? You may find some of them 
stored away in your attic. 


One item was the rare first edi- 
tion of J. P. Parson’s “Life of James 
Marshall.” Another item of local 
interest was “The Life and havens | 
tures of Col. L. A. Norton.” Col. 
Norton (not Emperor Norton) was 
a veteran of the Mexican war who 
came to Placerville in the early 
days. 


A little known but valuable book 
for the student and collector is 
George Payson’s “Golden Dreams 
and Leaden Realities,” published in 
New York in 1853. “Payson,” says! 
the catalogue, “was in on the flush 
times” at many an old digging. We 
note that he was at Mormon Island, 
Georgetown, Ford’s Bar on the mid- 
dle fork of the American River, 
Weaver Creek, Greenwood and Co- 
loma. “This copy,” the catalogue 
continues, “contains an autograph 
key to the characters who came 
with Payson to San Francisco and 
the mines, some of whom became 
well-known San Franciscans.” Long 
out of print is Lorenzo Sawyer’s 
“Way Sketches.” In these sketches 
Sawyer relates incidents of travel 
across the plains in 1850 from St. 
Joseph to California, Letters de- 
scribing life and conditions in the 
gold regions are included. 

One of the rarest and most im- 
portant of tthe privately printed 
mining narratives is “In Camp and 
Cabin,” by the Rev. John Steele. 
This is the second copy ever to be 
offered at a public sale. A first edi- 
tion of the rare “Early Days and 
Men of California,’ by William 
Swasey was another item on sale. 
Swasey who arrived at Sutter’s Fort 
in 1845 became a bookkeeper at the 
fort. 


A book for which the bidding 
must have been hot and heavy is 


an autographed copy of James 
Lynch’s “With Stevenson in Cali- 


fornia.” This book includes a chap- | 


ter on “Coloma and the American 
River diggings in 1848.” Lynch must 
have been a good observer as he 
covers a long list of topics from Cal- 
ifornia’s first mail route to San 
Francisco’s political heelers of 1855. 


A half dozen or more of the per- 
sonal narratives listed are by wo- 
men. “Life in Shut-in-Valley and 
other Pacific Coast Tales,” Clara 
Spalding presents the social aspect 
of early California mining life. El- 
iza Warren’s “Memoirs of the West” 
contains the diary kept by Mrs. H 
Spalding while she crossed the 
plains to Oregon in 1836. Two vol- 
umes of the “Shirley Letters,” — 
printed by the Grabhorn Press were 
up for sale. Dame Shirley, you re- 
member, was one of the first and 
one of the most charming women 
to come to California during the 
Gold rush days. Jessie Benton Fre- 
mont’s “Far West Sketches,” a val- 
uable addition to any library of 
California books, was on sale. One 
of the extremely rare overland nar- 
ratives which contains portraits and 
illustrations is Luella Dickensen’s 
“Reminiscences of a Trip Across the 
the Plains in 1864.’ A small edition 
of this book was issued in 1904 in 
San Francisco. It is quite possible 
that many of the copies were de- 
stroyed in the fire of 1906. A scarce 
and much sought after book is Sa- 
rah Herndon’s own personal nar- 
rative “Days on the Road” includ- 
ed in this lot and finally Eliza 
Farnham’s well known book “Cal- 
ifornia, Indoors and Out or How we 
Farm, Mine and Live Generally in 
the Golden State,” (1856). 


The catalogue calls Hinton Help- 
ers’ book “The Land of Gold,” one 
of the best descriptions of the gay 
life of the fifties in San Francis- 
co. 


“1 have never seen” Helper wrote, 
“purer liquors, better segars, truer 
guns and pistols and prettier cour- 
tezans in any other place I have 
ever visited.” It was Helper who 
said that San Francisco furnished 
“the best bad things that are ob- 
tainable in America.” 

Roaring Hangtown, Bloody Dick 
and Georgetown are among the sub- 
jects that John Carr wrote about in 
his book “Pioneer Days in Califor- 
nia,” Ome of the items of local in-

Clampers Move 
State Charter 


San Francisco Is Now 
Headquarters For 
Gold Days Fun Order 


MARYSVILLE—The state charter 
of E Clampus Vitus, pioneer mining 
camp society, has been transferred 
from Marysville to San Francisco. 


The transfer was made by Chas. 
A. Wetmore, vice president of the 
Marysville organization, and W. E. 
Davies, a director, who presented 
the charter to Leon O. Whitsell, 
Lee Stopple, and Ronald L. Olson, 
all of San Francisco. 

The society was organized for fun 
and nonsense back in the Gold 
Rush days. There are no member- 
ship dues, no fees and no capital 
stock. 


In Gold Rush days the mem- 
bers were miners and business men 
who used to haze the tenderfeet 
newcomers to the rough and ready 
foothill towns in hilarious initia- 
tions. 


The society lapsed into inactiv- 
ity for a long time, but was re- 
vived in 1915, and incorporated here. 
The “Clampers” built up a large 
membership and one weekend turn- 
ed out 2,000 strong to build a 
loca] ball park. Its activities were 
broadened to include welfare and 
public improvement activities. 

With entry of the United States 
into the World War, the organiz- 
ation again became inactive. Af- 
terwards, the San Francisco group 
tried several times to have an in- 
corporated branch formed there, 
but always it was opposed, until re- 
cently. 

The San Francisco members have 
added research and compilation of 
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‘California history to the activities

Pioneer Green Valley 
Native Died Thursday 
Evening In Placerville 


The funeral services for Christian 
!Thomas Uhlenkamp, 81, a native of 
Green Valley, this county, and a 
former merchant there and at Lo- 
tus, will be held on Sunday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock from Memory Cha- 
pel. 

The services will be under the 
auspices of Placerville Parlor No. 9, 
N. S. G. W., of which the deceased 
had been a member since June 
7, 1887. Rev. Rex A. Bar- 
ron will officiate. Interment will be 
at Jayhawk cemetery. 


Mr. Uhlenkamp passed away on 
Thursday evening at Placerville 
Sanatorium to which he had been 
|removed on the last Sunday in 
{March for the treatment of in- 
juries suffered in a fall at his home. 
Although the nature of his in- 
juries was not severe, his advanced 
age increased the seriousness of his 
condition and made his recovery im- 
possible. 

Mr. Uhlenkamp was a native of 
Green Valley, the son of pioneer 
parents who emigrated from Ger- 
many. His father came to Califor- 
nia across the plains, his mother 
by boat. 

He attended school in Green Val- 
ley and was engaged in farming in 
early life until about forty years 
ago when he acquired a general 
merchandising business at Lotus 
which he operated for many years. 

Following his retirement from this 
business, he operated a store at his 
home in Green Valley. 

Mr. Uhlenkamp is survived by 
one daughter, Mrs. Lottie Galleher, 
of Lotus, to whom the sympathy 
and assistance of many friends is 
extended in her bereavement. 

He is also survived by four grand- 
daughters and one _ great-grand- 
daughter. 


RETIRED ATTORNEY DIED

William Henry Irons, a retired 
former attorney in Los Angeles, 
died Thursday of a heart attack 
while enroute from his residence at 
Fairplay to Placerville.

Reorganization 


Plan Presented 


Suggestion Is Fourth 
Offered By President 
Under Existing Powers 


WASHINGTON, (UP)—President 
Roosevelt asked Congress today to 
give the next president authority to 
reorganize the entire federal execu- 
tive establishment, including 21 ad- 
ministrative agencies now exempt. 

He made this recommendation in 
@ message accompanying a new re- 
organization order, issued under ex- 
isting presidential powers which ex- 
pire Jan. 20, 1941. 

Major shifts in the fourth reor- 
ganization order, which becomes ef- 
fective within 60 days unless dis- 
approved by both the house and 
senate, are: 

1. Abolition of the air safety 
board, and placing of its functions 
in the civil aeronautics authority. 
The CAA becomes the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board as an integral part 
of the commerce department, but 
the CAA’s rule-making, adjudica- 
tive and investigative functions re- 
main independent. 

2. Federal food and drug admin- 
istration moved from agriculture 
department to the federal security 
administration. 

3. Weather bureau moved from 
agriculture to commerce. 

4. Soil conservation service ac- 
tivities on public lands transferred 
from agriculture to interior; soil 
conservation on private lands re- 
mains in agriculture.

Sixty-Third Wedding Anniversary Kept 
By Mr. And Mrs. Robert L. Bence 


SACRAMENTO — Sixty - three 
years of married life were chalked 
off Thursday by Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert L. Bence of 2119 P street 
who spent a large part of the time 
reminiscing about their wedding 
back in 1876. 

Ten years ago they celebrated | 
their golden wedding but this year 
decided to let the date go by quiet- 
ly. 
So entrenched in historical back- 
ground of California are the Bences 
that they could talk for hours. 

Mr. Bence is the city’s second old- 
est fireman, He belonged ‘to the Vol- 
unteers of Sacramento No. 6, back 
in 1868. He is now 87. He says John 
Rogers, 88, is the city’s oldest fire- 
man now. 

Mrs. Bence is the former Martha 
Manning. She was born in Ireland 
and came to this country when only 
a year old. 

Mr, Bence is a native of Harrison 
county, Indiana, and came to Cal- 
ifornia (across the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama) when he was but a year old. 

The two grew up on neighboring 


California ranches near Clarksville, 
were schoolmates, and were married 
pt Niles. 

The Bences lived in Placerville 
at one time when they ran the his- 
toric Cary House. They remember 
the arrival of Mark Twain and of 
Horace Greeley. Mr. Bence says he 
witnessed 11 hangings in Placerville, 
Coloma and Cold Springs. 

He owns gold scales used by Jas. 
Marshall, discoverer of gold in Cal- 
ifornia. He recalls he bought them 
from Mr. Marshall for a dollar when 
the latter was broke. 

The Bences witnessed the laying 
of the cornerstone of the capitol in 
1861. They recall the historic floods 
of 1861-62. 

Mr. Bence worked at Sacramento 
county courthouse for 10 years pre- 
ceding 1928, when he retired. 

The couple have four children, 
William Bence and Mrs. T. J. Hate- 
ley, 10th and Q streets, Mrs. Ru- 
dolph Pierce and Bob Bence of San 
Francisco. ‘The latter is chief an- 
nouncer for radio station KFRC. 
There are two grandchildren.

There was no official 
confirmation of this report from the 
British or other sources..

AMSTERDAM, (tP) — The Allies 
blasted by air and sea today at the 
German communications with Nor- 
way. 

The full fury of British sea power 
aided by bombing squadrons of the 
Royal Air Force was hurled against

The developments included: 

1. British warships mined the 
southern Norwegian and Danish

man warships and transport must 
traverse to Norway. 

2. British bombers hurled high 
explosive bombs into German air 
and naval bases on the Baltic and 
blasted at shipping in the great and 
little belts, Danish waters leading 
to the Kattegat. An 8,000-ton mu- 
nitions supply ship was reported 
blown up and another ship dam- 
aged. 

3. Stockholm reported a naval 
battle appeared in progress in Os- 
lofjord where Brtish warships were 
said to be trying to blast their way 
through to Oslo. 

4. Berlin charged that British 
airmen bombed a German railway 
junction in Holstein — the ‘first 
bombing of a transport center since 
outbreak of the war—and warned 
this may open a new phase of the 
war in the air. London denied the 
bombing. 

5. A traveller reported, without 
confirmation, that five German de- 
stroyers were sunk near Narvik and 
that German forces at Narvik ap-

Roosevelt Urges - 


Greenland Aid 


President Suggests That 
Red Cross Send Relief If 
Danes Fail To In Summer 


WASHINGTON (UP) —President 
Roosevelt declared today that 
Greenland is more closely related to 
North America than to Europe. He 
proposed that the American Red 
Cross organize relief for Greenland 
residents this summer if Danish 
supply ships are unable to reach 
them. 

The President said, however, that 
questions of whether the Monroe 
Doctrine applies to Greenland, a 
Danish colony, are premature. He 
said that as yet he is considering 
Greenland problems on a humani- 
tarian rather than a political bas- 
is. ; A 


He declined to comment on Ice- 
land, and said that the possibility 
of a German occupation of Green- 
land is too hypothetical for dis- 
cussion. 

Emphasizing his humanitarian in- 
terest in the world’s largest island, 
Mr. Roosevelt said that. 17,000 people 
live there. Danish ships in the past 
regularly have made several trips a

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
April 14 is Hosea 6, 11, 14, the 
Golden Text being I John 1:9, “If 
we confess our sins, He is faith- 
ful and righteous to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness.”’) 


ABOUT FIFTEEN years after 
Amos had been prophesying to 
the Hebrews, came Hosea, whose 
name means “help,” derived from 
a Hebrew word meaning “to 
save.” It is suggested that the 
name may be a contraction of a 
larger form which might have 
signified “God is help.” Hosea is 
the same as Hoshea. 

While Amos threatened the peo- 
ple with dire disasters if they did 
not give up their evil ways and 
follow Jehovah, Hosea emphasized 
the love and forgiveness of God 
in all his preaching. “Come, and 
let us return unto Jehovah; for He 
hath torn, and He will heal us; 
He hath smitten, and He will bind 
us up,” is the subject of his mes- 
sage. 

Hosea’s ministry was in the 
northern kingdom, in Israel. We 
know nothing of him except that 


he is said to be the son of Beeri, 
of whom we know nothing fur- 
ther. It is stated that his labors 
were carried on “in the days of 
Uzziah, Jotham, Ahag and Heze- 
kiah, kings of Judah, and in the 
days of Jeroboam, the son of 
Joash, king of Israel.” It is 
thought that his ministry started 
a short time before the death of 
Jeroboam, which took place in 
745 B.C. It is also thought that 
Hosea’s ministry terminated about 
725 B.C. 
Conditions Bad 

_ The conditions in Israel were 
terrible at the time of Hosea, 
Jeroboam was succeeded by his 
son, Zechariah, who was executed 
by Shallum after six months. 
Shallum was only able to keep 
the throne one month, when he 
was attacked and killed by Mena- 
hem. This man was crafty, and 
kept the throne by appealing to 
Pul, king of to whom he 
paid 1,000 talents of silver “that 
pete might be with him to 
confirm the kingdom in his hand.” 
With this help he wag able to 
keep his position for some years.
